Submitting the western viewpoint for the benefit of eastern people, it 
may well be asked of “The Financial Times,” and other exponents of its 
dictum that in affecting the grain trade of Canada the 
important consideration “is to protect the buyer,’’ whether it, and they,’ 
are equally prepared to accept the principle that, in all matters affecting, 
say the customs tariff, the important consideration is to protect, not 
the manufacturer of the financier who has invested in manufacturing 
industry, but the great mass of consumers>of Canada, the people who 
“buy” the products of these factories? 

If it is the “buyer” of the products of the farm who are deserving of 
first consideration, and who ubove all should be protected, then pure logic 
must force acceptancee of the principle that it is the “buyer of the 
products of the factories who must likewise be given first consideration 
and their interests recognized and protected first and foremost in all 
matters of tariff or other legislation affecling such industri 

In other words, according to the eastern view, as they Mould apply it 
to the farmer, it is not the industry that should be protected. or those who 
have made investments in industry and labor in it, but the buyers of the 
products created by such industry. The truth is, however, that when these 
same Interests advance tariff and other arguments in their own behalf 
they directly reverse the principle, and resolutely contend that it is the 
producing manufacturers who must receive first consideration and be 
accorded protection, rather than the buyers, i.e, the consuming masses of 
the Dominion. 

Good understanding and complete national co-operation between east 
and west cannot be built up in this way, It is impossible to apply one 
principle toward western agricultural industry and an opposing principle 
to eastern manufacturing industry. The same principle must be applied both 
east and west.

Ottawa.—-The Dominion of Canada 
was bereft of ohe of her most distin- 
guished statesmen when, following a 
stroke which three days ago pro-| 
jected him into a state of coma, the; 
Right Hon. Wm. Stevens Fielding) 
lost his long-drawn-out battle, waged | 
for the past five years. Beside him 
when the life of Canada’s great pub- 
lic servant flickered out were his 
four children. His wife predeceased 
him about 10 months ago.

On Friday, Mr. Fielding, who had 
been bed-ridden for the past half 
decade, sustained a stroke and it 
Was then seen that the end could not 
be long delayed. His eyesight had 
failed, he was bereft of speech and 
the family, which gathered around. 
him in his Charlotte street home, felt 
that it would be only a matter of, 
hours until the life of the aged. 
statesman would pass, 

Little hope was held out by Dr. G., 
S. McCarthy, the family physician, 
and when the end came it did so fol- 
lowing a gradual and visible en- 
feeblement thatsportended death. | 

Mr. Fielding had long passed the 
allotted span of life and was in his 
81st year, forty years of that life be- 
ing spent in the service of Canada, 
first in the provincial area of Nova 
Scotia, and from 1896 until his with- 
drawal from public activities in 1924,; 
in the federal field. 

He left public life as he entered it, 
poor in pocket, but rich in ideals, | 
and rich in a record of honorable, up 
right and self-sacrificing to his coun- 
try. 

The nation saw to it, however, 
that the days left to its distinguished 
son should be free of financial cares, 


and sought in some measure to ex- 
press tangibly its appreciation of the 
eminent he had rendered.! 
Jollowing his retirement from public | 
life, parliament voted Mr. Fielding! 
# pension of $10,000 per annum, one| 
least to which no voice was! 
va'sed in opposition, 

In the five years during which he 
was «a total invalid, Mr. Fielding suf- | 
fered many strokes. With extra: | 
ordinary tenacity, however, he sur-! 
vived them, although, each left him | 
weaker than before. Not until his 
final seizure was there indication of 
his heart giving out. He became un.- | 
conscious and within the last 24, 
hours signs were not wanting that a

(3). The right is reserved to 
Catholic prelates to apply for modi- 
fication of the constitution any time 
in the future, which is the same right 
granted all Mexican citizens. 

The President's statement said it 
was not the purpose of the con- 
stitution or the government to de- 
stroy the identity of the Catholic or 
any other church, or interfere in 
any way with their spiritual func- 
tions,

The Feeding Of 
Dairy Cattle 


More Profitable For Average Resi 
To Feed Mangels Rather Than 
Sugar Beets 


Experiments would indicate that 


| there is little to choose between 
| mangels and sugar beets for the 
| feeding of dairy cattle. A test! 


made at the Agassiz, British Colum- 
bia, experimental farm last year, in- 
dicates that slightly better Yields of 
of 
sugar beets, which, however, were! 
offset by the greater difficulty of: 
growing the beets. The experiment 
was conducted during February and! 
March. Each cow under test was 
fed, in addition to a ration of mixed! 
grains, alfalfa hay and ensilage, 
thirty pounds of roots.. The experi- 
ment procedure was on the three 
periods plan. During the first and 
third periods one of the two roots! 
was used in the ration, during the! 
intermediate period the 
other root was fed. The results of| 
the test are given in the report of 
the superintendent of the station for 
| last year, published by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa. Ten 
cows were used in the trial. In the! 


©! table of results it is shown that to! 


produce 100 pounds of milk there, 
was required in addition to the other. 
feeds, 115.03 pounds of mangels as 
compared with 111.6 pounds of su- 
| gar beets. The cost of the entire 


ration to produce 100 pounds of mill! 
was $1.95, when the mangels were! 
| fed, and $1.91 from the sugarbeets. 


In the production of a pound of but- 
ter fat, there was almost a cent dif- 
ference in favour of the sugar beet 
ration.

Buffalo Herd Menaced By Wolves 


Pack of Wolves Play 
Buffalo In Slave Lake Reserve 


Wolves are taking a heavier toll of | 
buffalo from the Slave Lake reserve 
than Iidians or disease, states J. G. 
D'Aoust, former warden in the re- 
serve, who has just reached Edmon-| 
ton from the north. 

There is one pack of wolves in the 
park, between ten and fifteen’ in 
number, which kill upwards of a 
hundred buffalo each year, despite; 
the efforts of the ten guardians who 


killers. D'Aoust was stationed on 
Slave River, 35 miles north of Chipe- 
wyan and patrolled a line some 65 
miles in length. In this section alone 
he found the remains of 11 buffalo 
that bad been killed by timber 
wolves during the past winter. 

Although upwards of 10,000 buffalo 
have been shipped into the reserve} 
by the government, D’Aoust declares 
that at the most there are not over 
5,000 animals here now, including the 
original herd of 1,500 wood buffalo. 
He estimates that 75 per cent. ot 
the yearlings shipped in have died 
from injuries received in transit ana 
the flies which they had to face on] 
being freed.

Japan Takes Millions Of Feet Yearly 
For Making Bathtubs 


Millions of feet of British Colum- 
bia lumber are being used each 
year in Japan in the manufacture} 
of bathtubs, according to a Vancou- 
ver man who recently visited the 
Orient with a view to the disposal of 
Canadian lumber. 

“The Japanese,” he stated, “are | 
devoted to bathing as a sort of pas- 
time. The Japanese who dees not 
take a bath once or twice daily is a 
rare individual, Every house, even 
the smallest cottage, possesses a 
bath tub of some sort. They use| 
156,240,000 feet of lumber in manu- 
facturing tubs, and of this much is 
British Columbia fir or cedar.”

Two of America’s leading univer- 
sities, both in Chicago, have hung 
up handwriting on the wall for the 
heretofore undetected murderer, 
thief, firebrand, kidnapper, rackeleer 
and other transgressors on the peace 
and comfort of society. Police 
work will henceforth be a part of 
the curriculum at Northwestern 
and Chicago universities and rack- 
et-ridden Chicago will be their 
search laboratory. 

August Vollmer, chief of police at 
Berkeley, Calif., will head the new 
department at Chicago, and will in- 
augurate the course at the beginning 
October. 
Leonard White, professor of admin- 
istration and chairman of the local 
community research committee at 
the university, who worked on the 
plans with Chief Vollmer, said that 
while the course will be confined at 
the outset to the problems of police 
administration, it will become event- 
ually a major study in which the 
student may work for a degree. 

Every avenue of learning that 
can aid in the tracking down of a 
criminal will be thrown open to the 
embryo detectives, White said. The 
course eventually will be designed to 
permit special study of one or two 
years as well as the full four-year 
college course for those who wish it. 

An inter-departmental committee 
will co-operate with Professor Voll- 
mer to see that his students are 
well-grounded in all the sciences 
necessary intelligent investiga- 
tion. 

The student undertaking the full 
course will study the chemistry of 
poisons, criminology, sociology, 
psychology, physics and anthro- 
pology and learn to apply the stud- 
ies to the investigation of crime.

treal, whence one of the Canada 
Steamship Line steamers will convey 
it to Toronto, 

The stick, which is second only 
in size to that donated a few years 
ago to Kew Gardens, London, Eng: 
land, wis located on the timber lim- 
its of the Timberland Lumber Com- 
pany, 0 Vancouver Island, and has 
been donated to the Exhibition as an 
advertisement of the huge size ot 
British Columbia trees. It will be 
kept a year to thoroughly season 
and when trimmed down it will 
measure 184 feet in length, 34 inch- 
es “diameter at the base and 10 inch- 
;es at the top. 

To stow such a huge timber re- 
quired some skill, as the big stick 
is longer than the open deck space 
on the vessel. It was, however, 
loaded without any mishap on the 
top of deckload of lumber on the 
“Canadian Ranger” at the Burrard 
Drydock.

Montreal To Have 
Giant Terminal 
Will Solve Traffic Problems Of 
Canada's Largest City 
The bill for the new Canadian Na- 
tional Railways Montreal terminal, 
which will admit of enlargement to 
a capacity equal to that of the pres- 
ent New York Central terminal in 
New York, exclusive of the latter's 
special suburban area, has passed 
the Senate and now has full parlia- 
mentary sanction. This, at a cost of 
$50,000,000, will give Montreal a ter- 


minal comparable with any in 
America, 
The Canadian National terminal 


will be set just below St, Catherine 
Street, between the shopping and 
financial districts of Montreal. Its 
construction will change the entire 
lay-out of the central portion of the 
city and by its connections  under- 
ground and by overhead viaducts 
through the city, will offer a solu- 
tion of some of the present urgent 
traffic problems, both freight and 
passenger, of Canada's largest city. 

At present freight is only shifted 
between the east and west sections 
of Montreal on the Canadian Na- 
tional lines by use of the heavily 
loaded lines of the harbor railways 
or by a haul over the company’s own 
lines to Turcot via Joliette, Rinfret 
and Eastern Junction, a distance of 
108 miles. The building of 17 miles 
of new line in connection with the 
new terminal will reduce this dis- 
tance to 20 miles, effecting great 
economies in time and cost. In ad- 
dition new industrial and residential 
districts not presently served by any 
transportation facilities will be ren- 
dered available. 

The intention of the Canadian Na- 
tional is to offset much of the 
penditure of $50,000,000 by leasing 
the surface areas above the tunnels 
which will connect with the station. 
It is pointed out that the New York 
Cenral have adopted a similar plan 
in leasing the surface areas near the 


@X- 


Grand Central Terminal in New 
York. 

The station facilities will be at- 
most entirely below ground. New 


streets will be built running througn 
or over the structure. A double tube 
subway for vehicles will be provia- 
ed running from south to north or 
St. Catherine Street. All the locomo- 
tive power will be electric. 

Sir Henry Thornton, president of 
the Canadian National Railways, 
has stated that the plans admit of 
the operation of the terminal jointly, 
if the Canadian Pacific Railway de- 
cides later to enter into the project.
